After surviving а horrendous high- 
speed crash that sent him tumbling 
through a wooden fence at the Peoria 
TT, Mike Hale seemed more worried 
about his new set of riding gear than 
his body or bike. “I was waiting to 
stop tumbling when I felt myself in 
the fence. I knew that there was a creek 
on the other side, and I thought, ‘Oh 
no, here it comes, I’m gonna get all 
wet!’ " Still dry, Hale went on to score 
the win in the $17,500 Camel Chal- 
lenge and finish sixth in the National. 


Three-time Grand National Cham- 
pion Ricky Graham showed up at 
the Peoria TT aboard a Harley- 
Davidson XR600, prepared by tuner 
Johnny Goad. The race marked a 
couple of firsts for the new team. 
Graham, a longtime Honda-only 
rider, has not competed aboard a 
Harley since 1982, and tuner Goad has 
never prepared a TT machine. “We 
didn't know what we were going to 
race until a few days ago," said 
Graham. “Then Johnny pulled out 
this bike that was set up for asphalt 
racing. He did a great job with it." 
Graham went on to finish fourth in 
the main event, topped only by the 
three factory Harleys of Chris Carr, 
Scott Parker and Kevin Atherton. 


Before the start of the Peoria TT main 
event, announcers Dave Despain 
and Larry Maiers teased 35-year old 
Camel Pro veteran Steve Morehead 
about his recent win at an invitational 
TT race held in Spain. “After such a 
win, you should have this one about 
wrapped up," they joked. Morehead 
replied with a laugh, “Yeah, I should! 
There was a. former World 250cc 
Motocross Champion (Heinz Kin- 
igadner) in the race, and I kicked his 
ass!" 


With the opening round of the AMA 
National Championship 500cc MX 
Series set to get underway August 11 
at Spring Creek MX Park in Milleville, 
Minnesota, Honda's Jean-Michel 
Bayle will be hoping to become the 
first rider ever to win the AMA 
Supercross and National Champion- 
ship 250 and 500cc MX titles all in the 
same year. Bayle, who wrapped up the 











250cc National Championship Series 
title at the August 4 Southwick 
National, earlier earned the 1991 
Camel Supercross Series title. 


Speaking of Jean-Michel Bayle, he 
is only the second rider to win an AMA 
National Championship MX title 


without scoring an overall victory. The ' 


only other rider to do so was Gary 
Jones, who clinched his fourth con- 
secutive AMA 250cc MX National 
Championship number-one plate 
aboard a Can-Am without scoring an 
overall win in 1974. 


Donnie Schmit, the reigning 125cc 
World Champion from Minnesota, 
who broke his thumb and collarbone 
in May, crashed during practice for the 
August 4 German 125cc MX GP and 
reinjured the thumb. Schmit started 
the first moto, but was forced to pull 
out when he got a flat tire and the pain 
in his hand became too great. 


Word of the death of Soichiro 
Honda, 84, the founder of the Jap- 
anese motorcycle and automobile 
manufacturing firm, reached us just as 
we were ready to send this issue to press 
on Monday, August 5. Honda passed 
away in Tokyo. More details next 
week.

And the winner is... 


I am writing to inform those inter- 
ested about what really happened at 
the recent National Championship 
Hare Scrambles in Sun Valley, Idaho. 

There were two controversies that 
evolved. The first involved Ron Naylor 
not riding a section of the course, and 
the second involved my not shutting 
off my engine in the pits while 
refueling. 

After talking to (the promoter) Ron 
Dillon and Naylor, I’m conviced that 
Naylor did not blatantly cut the course. 
If he knew he was doing something 
wrong, then why did he admit to 
taking the line in question? 

Naylor asked Dillon about this 
section on Saturday. Dillon misunder- 
stood Naylor or vice versa and Naylor 
left thinking it was okay to cut off the 
particular section. 

After the start (of the race) there were 
two riders in front of me. I passed them 
both in the first few miles and phys- 
ically took the lead. At the end of the 
30-mile loop, my pit man told me to 
read the pitboard while he was fueling 
my bike. I was disgusted when I read 
that I was in second place, one-minute 
and 50 seconds down. I thought that 
I had gone around the course as fast 
as humanly possible. In the midst of 
the confusion, I forgot to shut off my 
engine both times when I stopped for 
fuel. I knew that I was supposed to 
shut it off, but because it is notan AMA 
rule and because we don’t normally 
have to do it, I just simply forgot. 

So, the bottom line is that I was the 
fastest guy on the marked course and 
Ron was the fastest guy on his course. 
He obviously had an advantage on the 
rest of the field, just as I did by not 
killing my engine in the pits. So how 
much time did I gain? And how much 
time did he gain? And what’s the 
penalty for these offenses? Unless we 
can answer these questions, nobody 
will ever know who won the 10th and 
final Sun Valley Gran Prix.

I would appreciate you printing this 
letter to clear up the negative conno- 
tations represented in the recent 
sidebar regarding my withdrawal from 
the remaining WERA F-USA events. 

I did not make a formal statement 
or announcement at Seattle that I 
would not ride any more F-USA events. 
I simply answered a few questions as 
to why I was not entered in F-USA 
at Seattle. 

Yes, I did leave the Human Race 
Team at the end of '89. I did not leave 
the Humans to ride for Suzuki. John 
Ulrich of Team Hammer hestitated 
signing me until I convinced him I 
was leaving the unpreparedness of my 
former partner regardless of who I rode 
for in 1990. After convincing him of 
that, he signed me up for 1990 to race 
for Team Hammer, which competes 
in endurance events as Team Suzuki 
Endurance. 

The Team Hammer ride is an 
excellent one. You get to ride the best 
prepared endurance machines in the 
business and are provided with an 
extremely competitive F-USA machine 
for free. But since the team receives no 
sponsorship or bonus money for F- 
USA, it is the rider's responsibility to 
pay for any crash damage they incur. 
Even with riders having to pay for 
crash damage, it's still better than 
fielding your own effort. This year's 


two crashes and subsequent damage 
didn't cost me as much as I won at 
the Road Atlanta round and wasn't a 
major factor in my decision. 

Contrary to rumors, I didn’t quit due 
to 500cc GP machines. They can be 
beat. One track record in a four race- 
old series does not sound like domi- 
nation to me. I quit due to a lack of 
confidence in my riding after two 
consegutive crashes but am looking 
forward to racing F-USA again this 
year after testing a setup that is better 
suited to my riding style.

comprised of the day’s six fastest 
qualifiers. Although Hale’s time was 
by far the fastest of the day, it was well 
off the track record of 25.550, set by 
Carr in 1989. 

On this day, Carr was the only other 
rider to dip into the 26-second bracket, 
turning in the day’s second fastest time 
of 26.960. 

“I felt good during practice," said 
Hale. “I got out there at a good time, 
and I knew what I had to do. I don't 
know what made me so much faster, 
though." 

“I went a little wide in the turn after 
































































the jump," said Carr. “But I knew my 
time was good enough to make the 
challenge, so I didn't bother with a 
wave-off.”” 

Veteran Mickey Fay was third fastest, 
posting a 27.145, just ahead of three- 
time Grand National Champion Ricky 
Graham’s time of 27.180. Although 
Fay competed in last year's Ascot 
finale, the Washington-based racer has 
not been a regular sight at AMA Grand 
Nationals for nearly six years. Earlier 
in his career, Fay scored three National 
wins, all of them on TT courses. 

Rich King and Parker rounded out 
the six fastest qualifiers, posting times 
of 27.255 and 27.323, respectively, 
earning starting slots in the Camel 
Challenge. 


Heats 


Dave Camlin led the charge to the 
first turn in the first of three 10-lap 
heats that would transfer the top three 
finishers to the main event. Camlin's 
holeshot was short-lived, however, as 
Larry Pegram lost control in the first 
turn and was joined by four other 
riders on the ground. 

None of the riders were injured, 
although Pegram appeared quite 
shaken and lost the left footpeg on his 
ESP Racing Honda. 

Hale grabbed a huge holeshot at the 
restart, but crashed hard just after the 
infamous jump on the back 
straightaway. 

“I was real leaned over in the right- 
hander after the jump," explained 
Hale, who was able to pick his bike 
up and make the restart. “Then the 
front end washed out, and the next 
thing I knew, I was.tumbling."' 

While Hale was making his way 
back to the starting area, Pegram's 
team managed to fabricate a temporary 
footpeg, using a pair of large vise-grip 
pliers. 

Pegram sped off the line in the final 
restart, and led Hale, Will Davis and 
Parker for the first two laps. Parker 
passed Davis over the jump, and snuck 
under Hale as they entered turn three. 
Once into second, Parker reeled in 
Pegram and soared past him as they 
navigated the jump for the last time. 
Parker led Pegram and Hale across the 
finish line, while the fourth through 
llth place finishers headed for a semi. 

“I felt real good, but man, it takes 
me three laps to get going," said 
Parker. “I’m going to need a holeshot| 
in the main if I expect to win this 
thing." 

“Tm pretty sore,” said Pegram, who 
was run over by at least two other riders| 
in his first-turn crash. “I was worried, 
that the footpeg was gonna break off, 
so I backed off a lot over the jump. 
I would've won if I didn’t have to takel 
it easy." 

“I was still in a daze," Hale said. 
“Once I got out there I just wanted 
to make sure I transferred to the main." 

Carr stormed off the line in the 
second heat, and for all practical 
purposes, the race was over. Carr| 
pulled out to a 25-bike length lead at| 
the finish, leading King and Poovey 
across the finish line. After starting 
seventh and dicing with Steve More- 
head, Atherton closed on Poovey, but| 
came up inches short of a direct 
transfer at the finish line. 

"Once I got the holeshot, I wasn't| 
worried," said Carr. “From then on I| 
just settled into a pace and tried 
different lines.” 

"Carr was pretty much gone," said 
King, who crossed the finish line well 
ahead of Poovey. “And I had a prett 
good lead over third, so I just cruised.” 

"It's sure nice to make it from a 
heat," joked Poovey, who admitted] 
dislikes ТТ. “I felt real good, but I'd 


feel even better if that jump wasn't 
there." 

Rodney Farris had the quickest 
clutch hand at the start of the third 
heat, and was chased off the line by 
Ronnie Jones, Graham, and Fay. 
Graham found his way past Jones on 
the opening lap, and dove to the inside 
of turn four to steal the lead from 
Farris. Jones was next to displace 
Farris, as he dove harder into turn one 
on lap five. Jones then set out after 
Graham, but to no avail. Johnny 
Goad/Sarah Irby/Ed Fisher/Johnny 
DuPont/TX-10/Matt's Muffler/Sports 
Racing Gas/Arai-sponsored Graham 
held on for the win, abead of Jones 
and a distant Farris. 

“I got into the lead and just cooled 
it," said Graham, a two-time Peoria 
TT winner. "I didn't want to make 
any silly mistakes and get hurt.” 

“I got off the line okay," said Jones, 
fresh off a hometown win one week 
earlier at the Oklahoma City Half 
Mile. “I was able to scoot through the 
insides of the corners real well.” 

"I felt great," said Farris. “But I 
slipped off the groove a couple of 
times, and I got passed." 


Semis 


Dan McDonnell led the way in the 
first of two semis that would each offer 
three transfer positions, with Rex 
Fisher and Kevin Atherton ‘in hot 
pursuit. After sitting in third for most 
of the race, Atherton kicked in the 
afterburners and quickly made his way 
into the point position. Atherton 
scored an easy win, ahead of McDon- 
nell and Fisher. 

"I thought there was two laps left 
in my heat, but there was only one, 
and I had to ride a semi," said Atherton. 
“So as soon as I got comfortable in the 
semi, I just went for it." 

Davis grabbed the holeshot in the 
second semi-final, but Morehead, 
Aaron Hill and Dan Ingram shadowed 
his every move. Morehead was the first 
to work his way past, as he outbraked 
Davis entering turn one. Once out 
front, Morehead set sail and cruised to 
the checkered flag aboard the Taylor 
White-owned, KK MC Supply/Sheperd 
Chemical Co./F&S H-D/HSR/John 
Dragoo/Bell/Storz/Works/Super- 
trapp/Zoom Cycle/Lynch Transporta- 
tion-backed Harley-Davidson. Hill and 
Ingram also found their way past Davis 
and into the final. 

“This is the best TT track in the 
world," said Morehead, who recently 
scored the win in an invitational TT 
held in France. “My tuner Mike 
Wheeler has got the bike running 
perfect.” 


Camel Challenge 


Fast qualifier Hale chose the outside 
pole at the start of the Camel Chal- 
lenge, next to Fay, King, Parker, 
Graham and Carr. At the flash of the 
green light, Hale surged into the lead 
and never relinquished it as he dashed 
to an easy win aboard his Bartels’ H- 
D/Bob Hale/Bieffe/Motion Pro/Tsu- 
baki/Redline/Sam Line-backed Har- 
ley 600. Graham and Carr did their best 
to chase the teenager from Texas but 
were forced to settle for second and 
third, respectively. Fay slid out on the 
first lap while exiting turn two, and 
Parker pulled off the track on the 
second lap with a broken shock while 
running third. 

“When I landed off the jump it just 
snapped,” explained Parker as he 
watched tuner Bill Werner install a 
new shock. 

Hale greeted the checkered flag and 
a check from the R.J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Company for $10,000, ahead 
of Graham, Carr, King and Fay, who 
remounted before being lapped. Hale

became the eighth different Camel 
Challenge winner in as many races 
held thus far in 1991. 

“The track is real slick, I wanted to 
gas it and get away, but I had to chill,” 
said an elated Hale. “This makes up 
for that stupid crash many times over!” 


Junior National 


Wink Freitas blasted into the lead 
early in the 10-lap Junior main event, 
and scored his second Junior National 
win in a row. After fighting off the 
early charges of Georgie Price, Freitas 
went on to score the win with a 
comfortable margin of victory. Follow- 
ing the Avila Meat Co./Ron Wood/ 
Shoei/Tsubaki/K&N/Kal-Gard/Hi- 
Point-backed rider across the finish 
line were Price and Jeff Annen in close 
formation, while Frank Kaiser and 
Michael Butler rounded out the top 
five a few bike lengths back. Freitas 
leads the Junior National series points 
chase with 106 points, ahead of 





Eklund, who finished seventh, with 77 
points. 

"Everything went good, I didn't 
have any real problems,” said Freitas. 
"Once I got out front, I just paced 
myself and made sure I didn't crash.”

Carr occupied the outside pole, next 
to Parker, Jones, Pegram, Graham and 
King, while Poovey, Farris, McDon- 
nell, Morehead, Atherton and Hale sat 
on row two. Hill, Fisher and Ingram 
made up row three. 

Parker got the holeshot that he was 
hoping for, and led King, Carr, Poovey 
and Morehead through the first two 
turns and over the jump. Farris entered 
turn one in fifth, but stalled his motor 
and coasted to the side of the track 
before rejoining the race in last place. 

"I got a bitchin' start from the 
second row, and I looked up and 
Morehead was practically stopped in 
turn one,” said Farris. “I said “Oooh, 


shit,’ and locked it up, but I stalled my 
bike.” 

Parker continued to lead, while Carr 
worked past King and set his sights on 
the defending champ. Graham motored 
into fourth after dicing with Morehead 
for a few laps, while Atherton struggled 
towards the front after starting 10th. 

On lap six, Carr passed Parker on 
the front straight, but overshot turn 
one and dropped back into second. 

Meanwhile, Atherton had worked 
into sixth, and began to pressure 
Morehead for fifth. Twenty-year-old 
Atherton sailed past 35-year-old More- 
head on lap 10, and also found his way 
past Graham when the ex-champ 
slipped off the groove coming out of 
turn two. 

Just before the halfway point of the 
25-lap race, Carr got a tremendous 
drive out of turn four and blasted past 
Parker on the front straight, making 
the running order Carr, Parker, King, 
Atherton and Graham. Atherton 
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Kevin Atherton (23) passed Ricky Graham P and finished third in the main event, асг the Team Harley-Davidson 1-2-3 sweep. Graham held on to finish fourth. 


passed King after the jump a few laps 
later, as did Graham. 

After being passed, Parker stuck to 
Carr's rear fender for a few laps, but 
the “Prince of Peoria" eventually 
broke free. With every lap, Carr 
continued to add to his lead, and on 
the last lap shook his fist in the air 
as he sailed over the jump the final 
time. Parker came home second ahead 
of Atherton, Graham and King, while 
Hale, Jones, Morehead, Hill and 
Pegram rounded out the top 10. 

“Tve always said that if someone was 
gonna beat me here, they were going 
to have to work for it,” said Carr. “Let 
me tell you, Scotty almost worked hard 
enough! I love this track, and I could 
race here all year long.” 

“What can I say?" said Parker, who 
seemed content with his runner-up 
finish. “I just can't beat him (Carr) 
here, he goes too damn fast. Just wait 
till we get back to the miles, though.” 

“I got a real bad start," said Ather- 
ton. “I just had to calm myself down 
and take it one rider at a time. I like 
this stuff; I was having a blast!" 

“I was being kinda cautious," said 
Graham. “My game plan is to just be 
consistent on these races (TT and half 
mile) and save myself for the miles at 
the end of the season. That's where I'm 
gonna really pour it on." 

“I can't complain, but I could've 
done better," said King. 


When reminded that he made the 
Camel Challenge earlier in the day, 
King smiled and said, “Yeah, that was 
great. I haven't been that nervous since 
I was 10 years old!’ 

“I should've done better than sixth,” 
said Hale. “I got a bad start and had 
to work my way up. My header pipe 
broke near the end and slowed me 
down a little, but I'm still happy as 
can be.” 

“I got the front row start that I 
wanted," said a disappointed Jones, 
who finished seventh. “But I got the 
last pick and had to start in the 
marbles. I swear, I spun forever. I think 
I would've been better off with a good 
pick on row two." 

“I was going good until T started 
watching the other guys hit the jump,” 
said eighth place finisher, Morehead. 
"Graham was hitting it at an angle 
and setting up for the right-hander, so 
I tried it. I couldn't do it right, but 
by that time I had forgotten how I was 
hitting it before!" 

“Tm real sore," said Pegram, who 
still seemed dazed after his heat race 
crash. “I got a terrible start and rode 
bad for the first couple of laps, and 
that was it." 

"Man, I was up there for a while, 
wasn't I?" said a lighthearted Poovey, 
who dropped to 12th at the finish. “I 
felt alright, I would've done great if 
it weren't for that jump!" cN

Stevens wins his first 
in Mid-Ohio slugtest

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG 4 

ance & Hines Yamaha’s Thomas 
V Stevens has quietly gone about his 

business in 1991, tiptoeing 
through .a highly successful season 
while the likes of Scott Russell and 
Miguel DuHamel garnered most of the 
attention. But Stevens came out of 
hiding today at the Mid-Ohio Sports 
Car Course and won the first AMA 
National of his career, asserting 
himself as the man to beat for the 
Superbike Championship. 

'The most impressive facet of Stev- 
ens' first win is that it didn't simply 
fall into his hands. Instead, the 
Floridian went out and earned it, 
reeling in the fast-starting Tom Kipp 
late in the race and holding off the 
advances of both DuHamel and Rus- 
sell for the duration. And he wasn't the 
only winner as the Mid-Ohio motorcycle 
record crowd, estimated by track owners 
at 50,000, witnessed one of the best races 
of the season at what is arguably the 


10 finest facility on the AMA schedule. 





Stevens averaged 92.913 mph in the 
25-lap race around the 2.5-mile course, 
finishing 2.588 seconds ahead of the 
Camel-backed Commonwealth Honda 
of DuHamel. Stevens pocketed $6700 
of the $36,500 Superbike purse for his 
efforts in a race he knew he was going 
to win. 

“I knew all week,” said Stevens, who 
became the fourth different winner in 
five rounds. “I knew it was time for 
us to win. I’ve been biding my time, 
getting my finishes. I’ve had a lot of 
good luck, but after last year I deserve 
to have luck in buckets. 

“Tt feels really good,” he continued. 
“Tt (his ability to win) has always been 
there, but there’s been a lot of doubting 
Thomases. I wanted to beat those guys 
and show ’em I was for real." 

Kipp, who led 21 of the 25 laps before 
giving way to the hard-charging duo 
of Stevens and DuHamel, finished 
third on his Wiseco Yamaha for the 
best Superbike National result of his

young career; fittingly, the result came 
in front of his home fans as Kipp hails 
from nearby Kirtland Hills, Ohio. 

Fourth place went to Muzzy Kawa- 
saki's Russell; the Georgian running 
with, and at times leading, Stevens and 
DuHamel before fading late in the 
62.5-mile race. Russell, who was truly 
beaten for only the first time since 
Daytona, was obviously upset with his 
performance and he vacated the track 
shortly after the checkered flag 
dropped. 

Two Brothers Racing's Freddie 
Spencer scored his first points of the 
1991 season, while recording his best 
finish since restarting his Superbike 
career last year. Spencer started slowly, 
but worked his way through the pack 
before settling into fifth place. 

The Boys-backed Dale Quarterley, 
Fast By Ferracci's Pascal Picotte, 
Honda Canada's Rueben McMurter, 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Jacques Guenette, 
Jr., and Gia Ca Moto's Jimmy Adamo 
rounded out the top 10 finishers. 

Stevens is now firmly perched atop 
the championship point standings and 
leads DuHamel by nine points, 80-71, 
with three rounds remaining in the 
eight-race series. Russell lost some 
ground in the title chase, but still holds 
down third place with 64 points. 

After rain swept through the area on 
Saturday, there was some question as 
to the weather conditions for Sunday, 
but Mother Nature cooperated and 
sunny skies brought warm weather to 
Mid-Ohio on Sunday. 

The grid for the National was 
bolstered by the presence of Canadian 
non-regulars Pascal Picotte, subbing 
for Doug Polen on the Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati, Rueben McMurter, and Steve 
Crevier on a second Two Brothers 
Racing Honda RC30. In addition, 
Mid-Ohio marked the Superbike debut 
of Vance & Hines Yamaha's 600cc 
Supersport rider Larry Schwarzbach. 

But one factory bike was eliminated 
early as fast qualifier Jamie James 
crashed his Vance & Hines Yamaha 
spectacularly as the pack returned to 
the front straight for the first time. 
Remarkably, James was unhurt. 

By this time, Kipp was already up 
front after grabbing the lead in turn 
one despite starting from the second 
row: "How about that start?" Kipp 
said with a grin later. “I just laughed 
when I got in there first.” 

As the Ohioan reached the esses at 
the end of the long back straight 
midway through the second lap, he 











already led DuHamel by 1.9 seconds 
as he was helped in part by James 
throwing the Yamaha down in front 
of the pack. 

But Kipp wasn't letting up; by the 
third lap he led Stevens, who was by 
this time locked in a near-permanent 
duel with DuHamel and Russell, by 
2.09 seconds. He stretched that to 3.54 
seconds by the seventh lap as the 
partisan crowd screamed their appro- 
val; and to a high of just over four 
seconds on the 12th lap. 

"[ was able to build up a lead — 
from two seconds to four," Kipp said 
later. “I was pulling away at a com- 
fortable pace.” 

Soon thereafter, Stevens started to 
turn up the heat, bringing DuHamel 
and Russell with him. 

"From the time I got the 10-laps- 
to-go signal, I started going hard. I saw 
Tom (Kipp) out there the whole time.” 

Stevens dropped his lap times from 
the 1-minute, 33-second range to 1:325 
and then 1:31s; his fastest coming four 
laps from the end at 1:31.3. Still, he 
had DuHamel in his shadow. 

Kipp, meanwhile, started to think 
conservatively — in retrospect, too 
conservatively: “I was real timid in 
lapped traffic," said Kipp, who had 
earlier suffered a crash in the 600cc 
Supersport final while leading 
DuHamel. “I didn't want to go down 
again. I ended up waiting an extra 
corner or two to pass the traffic; that 
crash spooked me and I still had 
Suzuka in the back of my mind (Kipp 
crashed in the Suzuka 8-Hour last 
weekend while his team was third in 
the seventh hour).” 

From the 18th lap on, Stevens and 
DuHamel started to distance them- 
selves from Russell. Suddenly, the pair 
was with Kipp and Stevens wasted 
little time in taking the lead on the 
21st lap; DuHamel followed suit a lap 
later, but nobody was going to take 
this one from Stevens and he pulled 
away to a 2.5-second win. 

DuHamel, too, pulled clear of Kipp, 
who was happy to be on the podium 
for the first time in an AMA National: 
“I tried really hard out there and I feel 
I rode a good race," Kipp told his fans 
over the loudspeaker. “It feels good to 
be here in a National." 

The race for the lead wasn't the only 
one keeping the fans' attention as 
battles waged through the field. 
Guenette held fifth early on, but he 
gave way to Quarterley, who was 
actually keeping the leaders in sight: 








°“ “This is too easy, I thought," 
Quarterley said later. “I was catching 
the good guys. I was staying with them 
until it started sputtering." The New 
Englander diagnosed the problem as 
either a valve spring problem or an 
ignition failure; he was forced to slow 
and eventually finished sixth. 

Fifth place went to Spencer, who 
suffered through a horrible start. The 
three-time World Champion then 
battled with a four-man pack of 
McMurter, Crevier, and Guenette, 
before moving past them all by the 11th 
lap and setting off after Picotte and 
Quarterley. He passed Picotte on the 
l6th lap and Quarterley a couple of 
laps later. 

Picotte held on to seventh on the 
Ducati V-twin with McMurter getting 
the better of Guenette after Crevier 
crashed, blaming McMurter: “I was 
trying to ace him (McMurter) on the 
outside and for some reason he stood 
it up and ran me off," Crevier said. 
"Racing shouldn't be that serious." 
Crevier was also feeling the effects of 
a twisted ankle he'd suffered by 
clipping a hay bale with his left foot 
during Sunday morning's practice. 

Following the Canadian duo across 
the line was Adamo, who is quietly 
having the best Superbike season of his 
career on the Gia Ca Moto Ducati. 

Notably missing from the top of the 
standings was Commonwealth Hon- 
da's Rich Arnaiz. The Californian 
could only manage a 13th place finish 
after hurting his right hand in a 600cc 
Supersport crash earlier in the day. 
Arnaiz battled for the entire race with 
first-timer Schwarzbach, who got the 
better of the duel. 

"It was serious racing, that's for 
sure," DuHamel said after the race. “I 
didn't give up; I pushed but I just ran 
out of laps. Another five laps would 
have made it a lot closer, that's for 
sure." DuHamel wasn't even supposed 
to be at Mid-Ohio as his contract with 
Kawasaki France called for him to be 
at an endurance race in Malaysia. The 
Canadian, however, got out of the 
agreement and will not miss any of 
the remaining AMA Nationals. 

Stevens, whose last race win came

America last May, was gracious in 
victory as he has been in defeat: “I can't 
say enough about these guys. These 
guys ride really well. We seem to bring 
out the best in each other and I think 
we're developing into the next GP guys 
— I hope. Everyone worked real hard 
— my mechanic Jim Leonard. I’m 
really happy and it hasn't really sunk 
in yet." CN

Filice back on form at Mid-Ohto

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 4 
A n AMA 250cc race at Mid-Ohio 





may be a far cry from a 250cc 
Grand Prix at Laguna Seca, but 
you couldn’t tell that from looking at 
the smile on the face of Jimmy Filice. 

Three years after the biggest and last 
win of his career, at the 1988 250cc U.S. 
GP, and almost two years after an 
automobile accident nearly took his 
life, Jimmy Filice has won again. The 
diminutive Californian scored a pop- 
ular win at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car 
Course today, leading every lap but the 
first en route to a 3.650-second victory 
over Nick Ienatsch, who came out on 
top of a race-long, all-Yamaha TZ250 
struggle with Brad Sawyer, Rick Kirk 
and Danny Walker to finish second. 

Riding his Bruce Maas-tuned, LA 
MotorWorks-backed Yamaha TZ250, 
Filice averaged 90.302 mph while 
completing the 21-lap, 52.5-mile race 
in 33 minutes, 29.265 seconds. 

And what of fast qualifier and 
championship leader Chris D'Aluisio? 
Thanks to a faulty ignition, the New 
Englander's 12250 fired only on one 
cylinder on the warm-up lap and it 
didn't get better; D'Aluisio completed 
only two laps and relinquished his 
championship lead to Ienatsch while 
also allowing Filice to move into the 
title picture. 

Del Amo-backed Ienatsch now leads 
D'Aluisio, 75-64, with three races 
remaining, while Filice moves to 
within 16 points of the championship 
leader. 

Ienatsch held the lead early, going 
into the right-hander at the end of the 





back straight with such speed that it 


surprised Filice. But the most expe- - 


rienced rider in the race was quickly 
in front and he would stay there for 
the duration, learning after two laps 
that his main threat, D'Aluisio, was 
out of the race. 

“Т pushed it really hard for the first 
four laps to get a lead, then I backed 
it down and it felt real comfortable,” 
Filice said later. 

By the fifth lap, Filice led by almost 
2.5 seconds; he would stretch that to 
5.7 seconds by lap 14 before easing off 
the pace to win by nearly four seconds. 

The battle behind him was simply 
a brawl. Initially, second place was 
held by Ienatsch, but things changed 
when the Motorcyclist magazine editor 
saw his pit board and its double arrows 
pointing down. This was his crew's 
signal that D'Aluisio was out — 
suddenly Ienatsch started thinking 
about championships rather than the 
race at hand. The next thing he knew 
he was back to fifth. 

“I got complacent," Ienatsch said 
later. “I got behind them and then I 
got a 'plus zero' that somebody else 
was catching me. Then I started 
hammering it." 

The majority of the other TZ250 
campaigners were using a factory 
option low second gear; but Ienatsch 
didn't order his in time and was forced 
to run a five-speed setup with no sixth 
gear. He was shifting gears mid-corner 
and “‘overrevving the hell out of it.” 

Soon he was back in the thick of 
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Nick Ienatsch (24) leads Brad Sawyer (74) and Rick Kirk (39) in their battle for second. 





things as he set out after Walker, 
bringing Mike Sullivan and Kirk with 
him. By the ninth lap, the race for 
second was a five-rider confrontation. 
Just when it appeared that Ienatsch 
and Kirk had made a break from the 
others, Walker and Sawyer struck back. 
But it was the Radd-backed Sawyer 
who was doing the most damage, and 
he moved past Kirk on the final go- 
around to finish third, his best finish 
of the season. 

Kirk had to settle for fourth, the 
Oklahoma rider still having problems 
getting to speed during qualifying and 
thus feeling the effects of not having 
the bike set up correctly for the pace 
he later went in the race. 

“Tt really went my way,” Filice said. 
“I didn't know if those guys had 
anything more or not. Everybody is 
riding really well. It feels really, really 
good to win again." €N

DuHamel keeps his cool at Mid-Ohio

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 4 
iguel DuHamel got plenty of 
M practice taking evasive action in 
today’s 600cc Supersport final as 
he managed to sneak around riders 
who crashed in front of him to win 
his fifth 600cc race of the season. 

DuHamel’s first challenger to hit the 
ground was Tom Kipp, who was 
leading the Commonwealth Honda 
rider when he crashed. hard in the 
Keyhole (a fairly fast right-hand 
corner) on the third lap. DuHamel 
avoided the wreckage, Kipp emerged 
from the fracas unhurt, and suddenly 
Two Brothers Racing's Steve Crevier 
was all over DuHamel. 

“There’s a bump or crack right there 
and you're on the brakes real hard.” 
Kipp explained. “You have to let off 
the brakes and then get back on them. 
I guess I didn't let up on them enough 
and it went away." 

Crevier took the lead on the seventh 





lap, with DuHamel shadowing his every 
move in a very exciting battle. On the 
llth lap, Crevier highsided his Honda 
CBR600 F2 right in front of DuHamel, 
and the series most dominant rider 
almost ran over the sliding Crevier. 

"It was so easy," Crevier said, 
moments after the crash. “The tire must 
have got a little greasy." 

From that point on, it was clear 
sailing for DuHamel as he cruised to

When he 
crashed, I saw him go sideways and 
Ilifted it up and went right.

Russell is still Mr. Perfect

Muzzy Kawasaki's Scott Russell 

has made the 750cc Supersport 
Series his own and there is little chance 
of him giving it back. 

The Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course 
was the site for Russell's latest annih- 
ilation, with the Georgian taking an 
8.759-second victory over his teammate 
Jacques Guenette, Jr., after 14 laps 
around the 2.5-mile race track. Third 
place went to Clearwater, Florida’s Jeff 
Heino on his Heino Bros. Racing- 
backed Suzuki GSXR750 with Team 
Suzuki’s Britt Turkington, Kawasaki 
Good Time Accessories-backed Bob 
Sandy and Top Expert Titian Bue 
rounding out the top six finishers. 

The win all but seals a second 
straight 750cc Supersport Champion- 
ship for Russell, who now leads the 
championship by a whopping 40 
points with only three rounds remain- 
ing. Turkington trails Russell, 120-80, 
with Guenette third in the points chase 
at 74. Š 

The Top Expert standings (for 
AMA/CCS Expert class riders and first 
year Pro license holders) now show 
Bue leading Tripp Nobles, 72-64. 
Nobles had a day he'd rather forget at 
Mid-Ohio, and it all took place on the 


' warm-up lap; the Georgian was on the 


outside of John Clarke when Clarke 
lost the front end in turn nine, sending 
them both to the ground. Nobles 





remounted and raced through the pack 
to finish 15th despite not having a 
right-side footpeg. 

As Nobles' crew went to work 
repairing what could be fixed on the 
start line, the flag dropped with 
Turkington taking the lead as the 38- 
rider field streamed into turn one. 

Heino's late braking maneuver at 
the end of the back straight provided 
the only spectacle of the race as he 
momentarily exited the track in the 
right-hander at the end of the long 
straightaway. 

“The first couple of laps, Jeff 
(Heino) made it exciting," Russell said 
later. "He was out there dirt tracking 
it in the water. If he'd ridden like that 
every lap, he would've won the race 
— maybe." 

At the end of the first lap Guenette 
led Turkington, Bue, Hoge and Rus- 
sell; Heino, meanwhile, was further 
back and rapidly making up the 
ground he'd lost in his off-track 
excursion. 

Russell moved into second place on 
the third lap and passed his teammate 
a lap later. From there he casually 
pulled away and held a six-second lead 
by the halfway mark of the race. He 
would stretch that to almost nine 
seconds at the finish. 

The battle for second soon became 
one between Guenette and Heino, with 
the Canadian holding on to beat the 
hard-riding Heino. Russell and 
Guenette both used Dunlop tires while 
Heino's Suzuki was shod in 
Bridgestones. 

Behind them, Turkington had his 
hands full to the end, trying to keep 
Sandy at bay while Bue held a com- 
fortable advantage over Andy Death- 
erage. Todd Hoge, Glenn Szarek and 
Owen Weichel rounded out the top 10 
finishers. 

"Everything worked perfect," Rus- 
sell said. “The tires worked great the 
whole race; they were perfect.” 

Thus far, so is he. €N

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 4 
ook out Mr. Polen, you may end 
up being the next Wally Pipp. 
Pascal Picotte has gone two-for- 
two while taking your place. 

With Doug Polen off in Europe 
winning the Italian round of the 
World Championship Superbike Ser- 
ies at Misano, Canadian Picotte made 
like Lou Gehrig and filled in admir- 
ably for the absent Texan on the Fast 
By Ferracci Ducati, winning the Pro 
Twins GPl class at the Mid-Ohio 
Sports Car Course. If you recall, 
Gehrig replaced an injured Pipp at 
first base for the New York Yankees 
— and went on to play in the next 
2130 games for the team. 

Gia Ca Moto teammates Pablo Real 
and series points leader Jimmy Adamo 
finished second and third, respectively, 
with Adamo doing so as his Ducati 
V-twin motor started to expire beneath 
him. AMOL Precision’s Kurt Lieb- 
mann nipped the third Gia Ca Moto 
pilot Warren Elliott for fourth place 
in the red-flag interrupted race. 

The GP2 class was won by Fast By 
Ferracci’s Stephen Mathews over the 
Hondas of Two Brothers Racing’s 
Robert Meister and Heshimura Rac- 
ing’s Ronald McGill. 

Adamo still holds the lead in the 
championship, although Real closed 
somewhat with his second place finish. 
Adamo leads his teammate, 69-62 with 
Elliott a close third at 58. Picotte, 
despite this being only his second race, 
moves to sixth in the series point 
standings with 40 points. 

Mathews continues to lead Scott 
Williams, eighth today, in the GP2 
standings, 77-65. Meister is third with 
51 points. 

The race started in similar fashion 
to Picotte’s last American adventure as 
he battled up front with Adamo as the 
two pulled clear of the pack. Adamo 
led Picotte as the two pulled 15 seconds 
clear of Real by the fifth lap. On the 
eighth lap, Al Charles crashed his 
Ducati, bringing out the red flag. 

By this time, Adamo’s Ducati was 
completely out of water and was 
overheating. The New Yorker filled it 
up, but knew he was going to have 
to nurse it to the finish in the 10-lap 
sprint race to the flag. 

When the red-flag was brought out, 
Meister was leading the GP2 class over 
Mathews and McGill. That would 
change in the second half of the race 
with Mathews reeling in Meister and 
beating him to the flag. 

The second part of the GP1 race was 
a rather dull parade, at least at the 
front. Picotte charged right off the line, 
and with Adamo's bike struggling: 
along, he wasn't challenged. He ended 
up beating Real, who got by Adamo's 
smoking Ducati late in the race, by 
15.609 seconds. 

The race for third overall was a 
thriller with Liebmann, Elliott, Mat- 
thews (GP2), Meister (GP2), and Peter 
Kight taking their battle all the way 
to the finish line. сх

Stanton, Kiedrowski score wins, Bayle wraps up title at Southwick

SOUTHWICK, MA, AUG.4 
eff Stanton and Mike Kiedrowski 
Г а perfect New England day, 
and Jean-Michel Bayle's was even 
better. 

Both Stanton, the defending 250cc 
National Champion, and 125cc 
National Championship points leader 
Kiedrowski were untouchable, their 
mastery of the rough and rutted MX338 
sand track was complete. Both scored 
perfect 1-1 tallies after leading nearly 
every lap of their 30-minute plus two- 


lap races before a crowd estimated at , 


8500 on a mostly brilliant sunlit day. 

But as Team Honda's Stanton 
pointed out in the victory ceremony, 
the big winner on the day was team- 
mate Bayle. Even though he finished 
second overall, the transplanted 
Frenchman, who earlier this year won 
the Camel Supercross title, added the 
AMA 250cc National Championship 
crown to his collection by riding 
conservatively in the first moto and 
finishing fourth. 

“I just needed to finish in the top 
six," said Bayle. “I had a bad start and 
just crashed one time. I didn't want 
to make a mistake, so I took it easy." 
He finished second in the second moto 
to earn $950 of the $15,000 250cc purse, 
but he earned several thousand more 
than that in bonus money from Amer- 
ican Honda for winning the 
championship. 

And though Bayle prevented his 
teammate Stanton from winning his 
third consecutive 250cc title, the 





deposed champion was gracious in 
defeat. 

"You can't take 1-1 National wins 
one week and fall off the next week 
and expect to win a championship, " 
said Stanton, who took home $2000 in 
purse money. “This is my third win 
in a row here, but it's nothing like 
winning a championship." 

Ironically, Bayle wrapped up the 
title without scoring an overall win in 
the seven-round 250cc series, and he 
won only three of the 14 motos in the 
series. Bayle was the most consistent, 
however, as he finished no lower than 
fifth in every moto. Stanton DNF two 
motos in the series. 

The final point standings have Bayle 
on top with 277, Stanton second with 
25] and Yamaha's Damon Bradshaw 
third with 210. 

Bradshaw finished fourth overall 
today, sandwiched between Kawasaki's 
Jeff Ward in third and Jeff Matiasevich 
in fifth. Both of the Kawasaki riders 
were troubled by sore backs which were 
greatly aggravated by the sandy track. 

Second to Kawasaki's Kiedrowski in 
the 125cc class was Peak/Pro Circuit 
Honda's Steve Lamson. The northern 
Californian started badly in the first 
moto before working his way up to 
finish fourth. In the second race he 
gated better and finished second, a few 
seconds behind Kiedrowski. He'd 
trailed Kiedrowski for a few seconds 
for most of the moto, but was unable 
to close the gap. 





For Kiedrowski, who pocketed $1200 
of the $10,000 125cc purse, riding on 
his own was “kind of boring," he said. 
“I knew Lamson was in second place 
and I just kept a good pace going.” 

Third overall went to Suzuki's 
defending 125cc National Champion 
Guy Cooper in a valiant ride. On the 
Friday prior to the race, Cooper fell 
during a test at Southwick and was run 
over by another rider, breaking a.rib 
and injuring his buttocks. The deci- 
sion to ride was made on race morning 
and was done in an attempt to salvage 
points. As it turned out he did better 
than anticipated. 

Cooper's Suzuki teammate Buddy 
Atunez was fourth overall with 5-3 
moto finishes with Jeremy McGrath 
fifth on the Peak/Pro Circuit Honda 
with a moto tally of 6-4. 

With six races left in the 13-race 
125cc series, Kiedrowski leads Cooper 
280 to 252. Peak/Pro Circuit Honda's 
Brian Swink, seventh overall today, is 
third with 186 points. 

Though there were a few notable 
charges today - Suzuki's Mike LaRoc- 
co's in both 250cc motos stand out - 
there wasn't a great deal of passing 
near the front and Stanton attributed 
it to the abuse the track took. 

“This is the roughest I ever rode it," 
he said. “The ruts get so deep you're 
always on the same line,” he added, 
“making it difficult to pass in the 
corners.” 

And though workers kept it con- 


stantly watered, and had a bulldozer 
make some changes after the first 125cc 
moto, there was a dust problem for 
riders behind the leaders, not surpris- 
ing since the temperature reached the 
mid-80s. 

What caused most of the damage to 
the track, though, was simply volume. 
A record rider turnout of 78 riders in 
the 125cc class and 89 for the 250cc 
division meant the two qualifiers and 
consolation races for each class would 
be crowded and competitive, and they 
were. It also threatened to delay the start 
of the National program, but the 
qualifiers went off without a hitch and 
the National started almost right on 
time. 


125cc National 


Yamaha's Jeff Emig spun his tire on 
the paved macadam starting pad and 
shot into the lead at the start of the first 
moto. The riders made a U-turn at the 
end of the start chute and headed into 
woods, and coming out of those woods 
Emig was second to Suzuki/Acerbis/ 
Pro-Circuit-backed Jimmy Gaddis with 
Kiedrowski pressing in third. 

Starting the third lap, both Emig and 
Kiedrowski sped past Gaddis, and 
Kiedrowski immediately began push- 
ing Emig, though they were using 
completely different lines in the corners. 
Emig was hugging the inside on most 
bends with Kiedrowski taking wide, 
sweeping lines and using the berms to 
effect. 





Jean-Michel Bayle wrapped up the 250cc National title with 4-2 moto finishes. 


By the sixth lap the top two were 
joined by local favorite Doug Henry 
of Fairfield, Connecticut, on the DGY 
Racing Yamaha, with a trio of Suzukis 
in the form of Buddy Antunez, Gaddis 
and Glastonbury Cycle's Scott Henry 
about 10 seconds back. Just behind 
came Suzuki's Denny Stephenson and 
Guy Cooper, and Brian Swink. 

Henry crashed spectacularly coming 
down the long straightaway heading 
towards the woods, his rear wheel 
kicking up on a whoop causing the 
front to turn and pitch him over the 
top. He got up and started going, but 
"lost touch with the leaders. 

Kiedrowski emerged in the lead 
coming out of the woods on the 10th 
lap after Emig had fallen. 

"I hit him, actually," Kiedrowski 
said. “We were racing real close and 
came around a sweeping berm, about 
second gear. He washed out and went 
over the berm. I fell in slow motion. 
But I got started first." 

Emig got back up, but rode slowly 
to finish 18th. 

Kiedrowski's lead was about 17 
seconds at this point, as Antunez was 
now up to second, Swink into third 
with Cooper fighting his way to 
fourth. Cooper took over second on the 
13th lap when Swink went wide to 
avoid a fallen rider in a tight left turn 
around a tree, and the order remained 
the same to the end. Kiedrowski 
claimed the win followed by Cooper 
and Swink, with Lamson taking over 
fourth on the 16th lap and Jeremy 
McGrath taking sixth. 

"I didn't get a real good start," 
Swink began, “I was away about 15th. 
I rode hard and worked my way up. 
It's hard to pass. There are a couple 
of good passing spots." 

Lamson thought he, too, started 
about 15th and also said it was hard 
to pass. 

The second moto began with Cooper 
in front followed by Swink, Kied- 
rowski and Lamson with Swink crash- 
ing as the second lap started, leaving 
Kiedrowski alone to run down Cooper, 
which he did on the third lap. 

From there on it was clear sailing 
for Kiedrowski, and though he wasn't 
able to pull away from Lamson, 
neither was he threatened. The same 
could not be said for Cooper. 

On the fourth lap Lamson was past 





Cooper and on the seventh Antunez 
was by. Two laps later Cooper was 
back to sixth behind McGrath and 
Henry, and just in front of Emig. 

From the ninth lap to the end the 
order didn't change for the top seven, 
though Cooper and Emig did swap 
places back and forth a few laps later 
and McGrath pressed Antunez for 
third. 

The overall went to Kiedrowski, 
Lamson second and Cooper third, 
earning more points than the team 
thought possible. : 

"He was under a lot of pain," his 
mechanic Marshall Plumb said. “He 
rode better than anticipated and 
salvaged a lot of points, more than if 
he hadn't ridden." Plumb said he 
expected Cooper to be 100% by next 
week. 

Lamson said he felt like he rode 
better in the second moto, especially 
at the start. 

“I just kind of paced myself. I 
pushed hard to catch him (Kied- 
rowski)," he said. “He got out there 
a bit and it stayed pretty much the 
same." 

Antunez also said he “rode a little 
bit harder" in the second moto. “My 
lines changed a lot. In the first one 
they weren't as good.” 

After Henry and Scott Carter crashed 
in the whoops on the long straight into 
the woods, it was graded level for the 
second moto, but, according to 
Antunez, it didn't change much. 
“They graded it, but it only takes part 
of a moto to get it back (to being 
rough). š

Jeff Ward got the jump on the field 
to start the first moto with Bradshaw 
and Stanton trailing him into the 
woods. Bayle was away about 10th and 
Mike LaRocco away last after crashing 
in the first turn. 

Bradshaw took the lead in the woods 
followed by Ward, but Stanton took 
over second to start the second lap. 
Ward was third ahead of Yamaha's

Factory Connection-backed Kurt 
McMillen, and Jeff Matiasevich. 

At the end of lap two Matasievich 
was up to fifth and chasing Dubach, 
the pair falling back a little from the 
lead trio.

losing three spots as the leaders pulled 
away. 

Stanton took over the lead after 
passing Bradshaw in a downhill left 
turn to start the fifth lap, the two now 
about five seconds in front of Ward, 
who was about 20 seconds in front of 
McMillen. Then came Bayle and 
Dubach. 

The order on the sixth lap was 
Stanton over Bradshaw and Ward, and 
that’s the way they'd finish. Bayle 
moved up past McMillen to finish 
fourth, with Dubach and Matiasevich 
working their way past the New Yorker 
as well. 

The excitement in the first moto 
came from watching LaRocco charge 
through the pack. Up to seventh on 
the fifth lap, he was up to sixth on 
the eighth, and fifth on the llth. But 
as he moved on Bayle his Suzuki began 





to sound sick and he was forced to pull 
off the track. 

“One of the flywheel weights broke 
and shattered everything," LaRocco 
said. What made his ride expecially 
impressive was his resilience. “I fell 
in the first turn and fell three other 
times." 

“I was riding my own race,” Stanton 
said when asked if was aware of Bayle's 
position during the race. “It really 
didn't matter. He wasn't going to fall 
down or do anything stupid. 

“The lapped riders seemed to be bad. 
Every corner they were always there,” 
he continued. “Its pretty much one 
line." 

“I tried to get a good start and I 
didn't want to make a mistake, so I 
took it easy," Bayle said relaxing in 
the back of his box van after the first 
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moto. He said he was relieved to win ` 19

the title, but there was no celebration, 
it was all very low-key. 

The second moto belonged to Stan- 
ton from start to finish. This time he 
got out first and had a 50-yard lead 
at the end of the first lap. He made 
it look easy, though it was deceptive. 


"It's never easy," he said. “It’s a 
rough track. I never quit. I just kept 
going forward. I got a good start, and 
that helps out tremendously.” 

It certainly helped Bayle. The 
Frenchman was away better, about 
eighth, but was up to third by the third 
lap and past Ward for second on the 
seventh circuit. By then Stanton had 
close to a 16-second cushion so Bayle 
rode alone, though he quickly estab- 
lished 10 seconds on Ward, whose back 
problems were slowing him down. 

On the ninth lap, LaRocco was past 
Ward for third, surprising since his 
second moto start was little better than 
his first. 

“I got a bad spot on the line because 
of my first moto finish," LaRocco 
explained. “I was just charging harder 
than most of them were. Everyone was 
scared of the bumps or tired or 
whatever." 

Getting a worse start than LaRocco 
was Bradshaw. Away about 25th out 








of the 40-rider field, the Yamaha rider 
was up to 10th by the eighth lap, then 
knocked off three more riders in the 
next two laps. He passed teammate 
Dubach on the 1 1th revolution and was 
up to sixth a lap later before dropping 
Matiasevich to sixth as they passed the 
two-lap board. 

At the end, the top six read: Stariton, 
Bayle, LaRocco, Ward, Bradshaw, 
Matiasevich. 

"In the second moto I tried my best 
to win, but I had a bad start and Jeff 
was riding very good today," Bayle 
said. “Jeff was very good today and 
the track was very hard. Everybody can 
go fast for two or three laps, but it's 
hard to go fast and stay on the bike 


for 30 minutes." cN

Gettin’ serious again

VARESE, ITALY, JULY 22-23 
taly is not one of my favorite places. 
I Pushy people, diesel fumes, mani- 
acal drivers and four-hour meals do 
me in. 

But on this particular occasion, I 
didn't mind that I was going to spend 
the next six days in northern Italy. In 
fact, I was actually looking forward to 
it. Why? Because I, as well as four other 
motorcycling journalists from the 
U.S., had accepted an invitation from 
Cagiva North America to eyeball and 
ride the 1992 Husqvarna off-road and 
MX motorcycles. 

After more than 14 hours travelling, 
we arrived Sunday afternoon at the 
Villa Castiglioni (no relationship to 
the Castiglioni brothers who own 
Cagiva) near the northern Italian town 
of Varese, where the Cagiva factory is 
located. After a night spent catching 
up on some much needed sleep, the 
following morning we got our first 
look at the new Cagiva-built Husqvar- 





nas and. were nothing less than 
impressed with some of the obvious 
changes, mechanically and cosmeti- 
cally. 

Cagiva is offering a full force of off- 
road and motocross Husqvarnas for 
92. 

In the motocross department, Cag- 
iva will offer 125, 250 and 360cc two- 
stroke models, as well as a 610cc four- 
stroke, all are designated as WMX. The 
same range of Huskys will be available 
in the “enduro” line called WXE, with 
the edition of a 350cc four-stroke. WXC 
— cross country — models will also 
be offered, which are nothing more 
than WXEs without lights. 

The complete range of motorcycles 
share many of the same changes and 
features. Perhaps the most significant 
change is the swap from European to 
Japanese-made suspension components. 
All the models now incorporate 


Showa inverted forks and shocks, 
except for the WMX models which 
have Swedish-made Ohlin shocks. Last 
year, Husqvarnas came with Dutch- 
made White Power suspension 
components. 

Forks and shocks aren't the only 
Japanese products found on the new 
Huskys. They also come with easier- 
to-tune Mikuni (rather than Italian- 
made Dellorto) carburetors, Dunlop 
(instead of Metzeler) tires, and more 
powerful Nissin (no longer Brembos) 
disc brake calipers. 

All the models feature a slick quick- 
release seat design. Located on top of 
the seat, at the back, there's a Zsus- 
type fastener, so the seat can be 
removed in a matter of seconds without 
using any tools. With the seat removed, 
there's clear access to the air filter; it 
too can be removed without any tools, 
which will make trailside maintenance 
a breeze. 


New lighter main frames and remov- 
able alloy subframes are featured on 
all the Husqvarnas, except on the four- 
stroke models. 

All the two-stroke engines feature 
radical changes. You name it, it's 
different. New bore, longer stroke, 
redesigned exhaust power-valve, dif- 
ferent piston, reed design and porting 
are most of the major changes found 
on all of the two-stroke engines. 

A lot of attention was focused on 
the clutch. Not only are the clutch 
plate and basket significantly larger on 
all the models this year, but the actual 
gripping material has been changed as 
well. Softer organic, rather than 
cintered, material is now used, which 
has two advantages: organic material 
can be attached to lighter aluminum, 
rather than steel, clutch plates, and 
there's less contamination to the oil 
as the organic material wears down. 





But (there's always a but) organic 
material expands more than cintered 
material when the engine heats up, so 
there's more chance of the clutch 
dragging as engine/oil temperature 
rises. A longer actuating lever on the 
engine cases is designed to lighten pull 
on the clutch lever. 

New “low-boy’”’ exhaust pipes are 
found on the two-strokes, as well as 
new aluminum silencers. 

The WMX and WXE 360s are per- 
haps the- most exciting units in the 
1992 Husqvarna’ line, and according 
to Cagiva engineer Tiziano Toschi, the 
360 engine isn’t just a 250 with a larger 
bore. Although the overall design is 
similar to the 250cc engine, the actual 
348.8cc mill is all new. The WMX360 
weighs a claimed 224.4 pounds, while 
the WXE is just a few pounds more. 

All the two-stroke Husqvarnas come 
with 3.4 gallon gas tanks; four-strokes,

2.4 gallon. Optional 5.0 gallon tanks 
are available for the four-strokes, and 
smaller 2.2 gallon ones for the two- 
strokes. 

After switching from a two-pipe 
exhaust system to a single-pipe design 
last year, both the '92 350 and 610cc 
four-strokes went back to the quieter 
two-pipe system. 

Cagiva claims that both the WXE350 
and 610 weigh 255.2 pounds, without 
gas. 

After visually checking out every 
inch of the new Husqvarnas, the bikes 
were eventually trucked to the nearest 
motocross track where we spent the rest 
of the afternoon roosting around on 
the Italian-made Husqvarnas, mostly 
on the WMXs. 

By far — of all the motocrossers — 
the WMX250 impressed me the most. 
The motor simply roosts! It's a fast 
bike. Really. Husqvarnas have never 
been known to be trench-diggers on 
the motocross track, so I guess I was 
a little bit surprised how strongly the 
WMX pulled through the gears. But, 
then again, past Cagiva MXers were 
never known to be buses. 

Nevertheless, the WMX Husqvarna 
has an impressive motor. It pulls okay 
off the bottom, then hooks up like 
crazy from midrange on up, bordering 
on the verge of being pipey. What 
keeps it from crossing the line is its 
smooth powerband. The transition 
from low-end to midrange is quite 
noticeable but not startling. 

Motor-wise, the WMX is, simply 
put, as competitive as any of the 1991 
Japanese 250cc MXers. We feel this 
will also be the case in '92, as well. 

The suspension, on the other hand, 
left a little to be desired. The 250 we 
rode seemed a little harsh in the back 
and too soft in the front. Compression 
and rebound damping needed adjust- 
ing in the back, too, mainly the 
rebound, which seemed too quick. 





Unfortunately, we only had an after- 
noon to ride the WMX250, as well as 
all the other bikes, so we didn't have 
the chance to spend much time dialing 
in the suspension. 

The WMXI25 is also a screamer. 
Like the WMX250, the 125 has a 
smooth powerband,-and for a 125, 
pulls respectably off the bottom. It's 
definitely a revver, but without riding 
another Japanese-built 125cc MXer 
back-to-back with the Husqvarna, it 
was really hard to tell whether or not 
it's as fast as, say, a Honda CR125 or 
a Kawasaki KX125. If it's not as fast, 
it certainly is close. 

Shifting was precise and missed 
shifts were nonexistent. The clutch 
seemed to hold up to the extra abuse 
normally associated with riding a 125, 
and the clutch pull was light. One 
finger on the lever would do the trick 
when slipping the clutch exiting the 
turns. 

Unlike the WMX250, the 125 
suspension was dialed in better, espe- 
cially for a rider around 150 pounds. - 
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Both front and rear suspension were 
more in tune with each other, so the 
throttle could be held wide open over 
the bumps. 

The WMX125 liked to be jumped 
and did so with a neutral feel. It could 
be flicked around in the air with ease. 

On to the thumper. The WMX610 
was a blast to ride on the track. It really 
doesn't have the bottom-end that you: 
would think that a big-bore thumper 
would have, but from midrange on up, 
the 610 really motors along nicely. 

Throttle response is snappy yet

control despite the dry, slick and hard- 
packed track conditions we rode on. 
In fact, the 610 was perhaps easier to 
get in and out of the turns quickly than 
the 125 and 250. This had a lot to do 
with the 610's heavy engine braking 
and tractable motor. 

Vibration — combined with brute 
horsepower — was a problem, though, 
at least for me. After turning a number 
of hot laps on the 125 and 250 with 
no problems, I immediately developed 
blisters underneath my already cal- 
loused hands on the 610. It took only 
two laps for the pain to set in. The 
vibration was intense when powering 
up a long hill. 

The 610's five-speed (six-speed in the 
WXE) gearbox is much improved over 
last year’s. You can now actually find 
neutral while the engine- is idling, 
which was next to impossible with last 
year’s bike. Toschi attributes this to 
the larger clutch. 

Starting the big 610 was a breeze. 
In fact, it was as easy to start as the 
WMX250 and easier than the WXE360. 
(A WMX360 was not available for us 


to ride.) The trick is not to kick the 
starter lever as hard as you can, instead, 
give it a. smooth, top-to-bottom 
“push” and it usually fires right up. 

The following morning we once 
again, loaded up the bikes — this time 
just the V — and drove about two 

st to the town of Ber- 
gamo, the site of the 1986 International 

x Days Enduro. 

After we donned our riding gear, we 
headed out on the bikes for what would 
be a five-hour trail ride. Led by three 
local Italian riders, we rode through 
town, and eventually turned off the 
pavement and headed straight up into 
the mountains. The trail was mostly 
tight, hilly and extremely rock 

Easily, my favorite bike was the 360. 
While some of my fellow journalis 
felt that the motor was a little too hard- 
hitting for the loose rocks, I felt it was 
fine, as long as you clicked up an extra 
gear and let the 360’s torquey motor 
do all the work. Steep rock ledge climbs 
and loose rocks and boulders were 
easily conquered on the 360, again, 
because of its torquey and seemingly 
unstallable motor. 

Once the trail opened up, though, 
no one criticized the 360’s powerful 
motor, instead everyone praised it. It’s 
an easy motorcycle to ride and not very 
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fatiguing — for a "big-bore" two- 
stroke. The five-speed transmission 
works in perfect harmony with the 
motor's powerband, too. 

The only thing I didn't like about 
the 360 was starting it. Extremely high 
compression and an awkward kickstar- 
ter lever made the job difficult. 

The WXE360 should be very pop- 
ular with off-roaders all across the 
country. Even desert racers should be 
content with the 360's top-end. 

Getting a chance to ride the WXE250 
was tough on the ride — nobody 
wanted to give it up. Like the 360, the 
250 tackled the rocks and ledges with 
ease, thanks to decent low-end and a 
smooth and predictable powerband. 
Most of the 250's punch is in the 
middle of the powerband, and it's quite 
fast on top, too. 

For some reason, the WXE250 
seemed to vibrate slightly more than 
the rest of the 250 and 360cc two-strokes 
that we rode. An inherent problem? 
Most likely not, but it did give us 
something to think about. 

The WXE125 is without a doubt far 
better than any other Husqvarna 125 
ever offered. When the. Swedes were 
building Husqvarnas, thes 125 barely 
had enough power to get out of its own 
way, but when Cagiva took over in 1988, 
the 125 Husqvarna definitely benefitted. 
It now is a very fast and respectable 
motorcycle. Not only is it fast but it 
has low-end power as well, making it 
a fun motorcycle to ride on the trail, 
even on the loose, rocky and hilly ones. 

On the other end of the spectrum, 
the WXE610 was certainly a handful 
on the tight trails, but it wasn’t 
unbearable. It seemed that everytime 
I threw a leg over the 610, we turned 
on to some of the gnarliest trails of 
the day. Despite the workout, I enjoyed 
the 610 immensely. 





What saved me-was the fact that you 
could chug the 610 over the rocks and 
roots without the engine trying to stall. 
No matter how tight the trail got, the 
engine never quit! Instead, you could 
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almost idle over any obstacle, then 
when the trail opened, you could really 
make up some time with its brute 
power. Yeah, I admit, I got tired 
wrestling the big, heavy and powerful 
610 around on some of the very 
demanding sections, but I made it 
through all of them, and actually had 
fun doing it. 

I guess of all the bikes, the one I 
was most disappointed with was the 
four-stroke WXE350. Perhaps my 
expectations were too high, but I just 
did not care for it all that much, mainly 
because it weighs the same as the 610 
and has less horsepower! 

On some of the trails, however, the 
350 did feel better than the 610, mainly 
because the power didn't hit as hard, 
making it a little easier to control on 
the tricky stuff. I still enjoyed riding 
the 350; all it needs is just a little power 
snap from the motor. 

Shifting the 350 wasn't as smooth 
as compared to the 610. The 350's 
transmission felt “notchy,” and find- 
ing neutral was impossible with the 
engine idling. 

This year's batch of Husqvarnas are 
certainly competitive in every sense of 
the word. The WXE360 should be 
Cagiva's best seller, with the WXE250 
close behind. Both bikes are as good 
as any 1991 bikes we've ridden in the 
same category, in some ways better. 
Bravo, Cagiva. 

The only bad news is that Cagiva 
is not yet sure whether or not they will 
import any of the WMXs to the U.S. 
in '92. But it is certain that if they do, 
the WMXs will only be available in 
limited numbers. 

As far as the WXEs and WXCs, 
Cagiva is hoping to get back into the 
U.S. off-road market and return the 
Husqvarna name back to the top where 
it once was.

couldn't believe what they (Cagiva) 
told you. But the main problem was 
getting the (new model) bikes on time. 
By the time the new models came out, 
it was already late spring and summer 
and we just couldn't sell the bikes. I 
sold just one bike (350cc four-stroke) 
all year. 

"Cagiva has gotten better by leaps 
and bounds, though. They have a 
better attitude now. Plus, I feel that 
in the last 10-12 months our parts 
supply is better than any manufacturer 
in the industry. Very rarely do we have 
any back orders. The only problem I 
have with them (Cagiva) now is getting 
the new bikes on time. If they can 
deliver on that, then everything will 
be great." 

According to Cagiva North Amer- 
ica's Mark Dwyre, “Yes, getting new 
models in the U.S. early has been a 
problém, but this year, every 1992 
model (except the motocross models) 
will arrive sometime between October 
and December. 

“As far as getting parts, I feel parts 
availability has also been a problem 
but is getting better, unfortunately not 
with all our dealers,” said Dwyer. “We 
want to change that all around, and 
I think we can do that now because 
we have better comunication with 
Italy, because they want to succeed in 
the U.S. market now more than ever.” 

Dwyer added that Cagiva sold 
approximately 500 Husqvarna motor- 
cycles in the U.S. in 1991, and is 
hoping to increase that number by 20- 
30% in 1992. cN

Plessinger pounds Thunder Ridge National

SOUTH EDMONSTON, NY, JULY 28 
66 just wanted to beat Summers,” 
Iz: KTM factory-backed rider 
Scott Plessinger following three 
hours of racing at the Thunder Ridge 
National, held only a few miles from 
the Unadilla Valley Sports Center in 
upstate New York. 

Plessinger accomplished his goal 
but not without thwarting a last-lap, 
last-turn challenge by the recently 
crowned National Champion, 
Summers, who clinched the title at the 
last round in Missouri. 

"Going into the last lap, Summers 
got ahead of me before the (scoring) 
barrels," Plessinger said of the close 
finish. “I passed him back up one of 
the hills in back and put a 10-second 
lead over him. He caught me a turn 
or two before the checkered flag, so I 
just banzaied through the trees and 
pulled away from him a little until the 
finish." 

KTM’s Tommy Norton was the 
third rider to cross the finish line, 
though at a good distance behind the 
leaders. Rounding out the top five were 
ATK riders Ron Naylor and Frank 
Keegan, respectively. 

The course. was located right next 
to the Thunder Ridge motocross track 
and utilized the woods adjacent to it. 
The riders rode a part of the MX track 
before shooting into the woods across 
aroad. The first lap totalled 8.1 miles, 
while every lap thereafter equalled 7.6 
miles. 

Hot weather and humidity tooks its 
toll on the 160 riders that showed up 
to do battle, including Team Green’s 
Duane Conner. 

"I had mountain-biked around the 
course yesterday and I guess it took a 
lot out of me," said Conner. “I got 
a real bad start but put in a couple 
of fast laps and started to catch Norton. 
After that I just got tired and I couldn't 
even stand up.” 

Conner's teammate, four-time 
National Enduro Champion Terry 


Cunningham, was a no-show at the 
Thunder Ridge National, as was 
ATK's Ed Lojak, who was nursing an 
ailing knee he injured at the Black- 
water 100 last June. 

The race got off to a rocky start 
when, in Summers' words, “The 
organizers just told us one minute to 
go and then the flagger went to look 
at his watch or something, twitched 
his wrist and everyone took off with 
me sitting there. I had just killed my 
engine and put my goggles on. I 
thought of staying there but decided 
to take off, I was dead last. I had to 
work my butt off to catch up.” 

Getting the jump was Norton, who 
blasted into the lead with Plessinger 
glued to his rear fender, as they 
funneled into the woods section. 

"I got behind Tommy on the first 
lap and decided that I didn't want to 
turn it up too soon," said Plessinger. 
"So I was content to follow him 
around. 

“My bike was really beating me up 
pretty badly so I stopped on the first 
lap to adjust my fork and shock,” said 
Plessinger. “I grabbed the lead on the 
second or third lap, and I knew 
Summers would be right there, so I 
turned up the pace a little.” 

Summers did indeed catch up to the 
new leader, as they began to battle for 
the win. 

“The course was a rough one, it beat 
you the whole time," said Plessinger. 
“It was whooped out with a lot of tree 
roots. T'here were places where I could 
pull away from Summers, but he 
would make up for that on the down- 
hills, using the four-stroke's engine 
breaking instead of his wheel brakes.” 

It was a dogfight down to the finish, 
with Plessinger nipping Summers at 
the checkers. 

“I had to keep telling myself that 
I already have this title sewn up, so 
I originally decided to let Plessinger 
go and try a consistent approach,” said

Summers. '"That went out the window 
when I had the opprotunity to win this 
race. I was thinking that I could save 
some energy by following Plessinger, 
but what happened was, my bike's air 
filter was almost entirely clogged with 
dirt. It got really bad on the last couple 
of laps. Whenever I would chop or shut 
off the throttle, it would bog then catch 
at the most inopportune time, it was 
interesting. In fact, that's what hap- 
pened in the last turn, which caused 
me to go wide and miss out on a bid 
for the win. I might not have passed 
him anyway, but it would've made for 
an even more exciting finish.” 

Norton landed third but was almost 
docked a lap for running into a scoring 
barrel and knocking it over during the 
race. 

“I came in a little hot on one of the 
laps and hit a barrel," said Norton. “It 
was an accident and I didn't hit anyone, 
and besides, the barrels were a little 
closer together than they normally are 
at some of the other events." 

As for the rest of the race, Plessinger 


said, “It was a fun race and I had a . 


good day. The three of us (Plessingers 
and Summers) were together for the 
first three laps. We were swapping the 
lead back and forth, but I had to pit 
on the third lap, so I lost the two of 
them. It was hard to get back on that 
pace by myself. My bike was scream- 
ing, I was pulling Plessinger on some 
of the uphills. He let me by at one 
point, maybe he got sick of hearing 
me behind him!" 

Fourth overall Naylor, said, '"This 
is the farthest east that I've ridden. The 
terrain was very technical, lots of off- 
camber turns and tight. I'm not very 
familiar with this type of terrain. I 
crashed over some tree roots on the first 
lap, but I got up and straightened out 
everything. After the next couple of 
laps, I started to get the hang of it. 

Naylor's ATK teammate Keegan 
scored fifth ahead of Ethan Goodrich.

Payne pounds Carlsbad MX

AXO Sport-backed Bill Payne split moto wins 
with Jim Hale to score the win in the Vet 
Junior class at the fourth round of the CMC 
Summer Series, held at Carlsbad Raceway. 

The first moto saw Payne, remembered as 
a southern California pro rider from the '70s, 
blast into the lead ahead of Hale, Mark Stroup, 
Bob Bland and Marshall Marion. Payne 
stalled his Honda at the bottom of the 
Carlsbad Freeway, allowing Hale, Bland and 
Stroup to slip by. 

“I forgot to pull the clutch in. I guess it's 
been awhile,” Payne recalled with a laugh. 

Following the stall, Payne quickly gained 
ground eq blasted past Bland and Stroup 
and began hounding Hale. The two 
exchanged the lead until Hale finally dove 
under Payne at the bottom of the downhill 
to win the first moto. 

The second moto saw Kent Reed leading 
the way out of the first turn, ahead of Hale 
and Payne. As the top three riders came 
through the front section of the track, Reed 
hit a slick spot in a turn and lost both wheels, 
spiraling to the ground. Payne and Hale 
smoked past Reed, with Payne grabbing the 
lead. The two riders then set their own pace, 
pulling away from the pack by over 10 
seconds. Payne held off Hale for the entire 
moto with the two riders never separated by 
more than a bike length. Payne's 2-1 score 
topped Hale's 1-2 score to take the overall win. 

The 250cc Pro class belonged to Pro Circuit- 
sponsored Billy Frank, as he swept both 
motos. Frank grabbed the holeshot 1n moto 
one ahead. of Rex Staten, Greg Zitterkopf, 
Tony Amaradio and Martin Klossner. Ama- 
radio bounced past Staten with Zitterkopf in 
tow. Frank ran away from the pack, adding 
nearly one second a lap to his lead. 

The biggest battle was for second place, 
between Amaradio and Zitterkopf, with 
Zitterkopf zapping Amaradio on lap four at 
the bottom of the Carlsbad Freeway. Their 
fight continued until lap five, when the two 
riders went for the same line going into a turn. 
Zitterkopf swapped hard and also shot straight: 
for the fence. Zitterkopf cleared the fence and 
grazed the telephone pole on the other side. 
Unharmed, but unable to re-enter the track, 
Zitterkopf rode back to the pits. Amaradio 
continued to chase Billy Frank, but to no avail, 
as Frank easily maintained a seven-second 
lead. On the final lap, Staten caught and 
passed Amaradio to finish second. 

The second moto started with Amaradio 
pulling the holeshot with Dan Berg, Staten, 
and Frank following. Berg flew by Amaradio 
on the downhill and led until lap three, when 
Frank took the lead up the freeway. Frank 
then promptly put three seconds on the rest 
of the field. Berg dropped out on the fourth 
lap, giving Staten second and Amaradio third 
overall.

Johnson rocks Glen Helen 
Motocross Grand Prix

Ryan Johnson endured 45-minutes of high- 
speed Grand Prix racing, to top the Paul 
Revere Double Cross/District 37 AMA “Best 
of the West” Grand Prix, held at Glen Helen 
Cycle Park.

Things went well at Summit Point, that is, 
of course, if you were Glenn Szarek. Szarek's 
excellent weekend began with Saturday's 
GTU endurance race. 

The surprise entry for GTU - and semi 
favored wild card to win - was AMA 250cc 
Grand Prix competitor William Himmelsb- 
ach. When the green flag waved, however, it 
was all Szarek, again. He dashed out front, 
with Mid-Atlantic number two plate-holder 
Paul Youngman giving chase. Youngman's 
tribulations were to no avail, as Szarek could 
leave him behind at will. 

Szarek certainly does set lofty goals for 
himself; by the 21st lap of GTU, he had lapped 
all but three people - many of them twice. 
Left to cruise to a distant second was 
Youngman, on the Action Yamaha and Vance 
and Hines-sponsored Yamaha FZR600. 
Youngman finished 40 seconds behind Szarek, 
almost two seconds per lap off his pace. 

The same Szarek/Youngman scenario was 
repeated twice on Sunday, first in Middle- 
weight Superbike, and then Middleweight 
Supersport. Try though he might, Youngman 
just could not get around Szarek in either race. 
For his efforts, Youngman, and top five 
finishers Jay Bartlow, Daniel Josephs, and 
William Himmelsbach all received fifty 
percent product discount slips, redeemable at 
Coleman's. Szarek is sponsored by Dunlop, 
Kerker, Lockhart, and Sport Cycle Products. 

The anticipated showdown between Szarek 
and Jeff Atwell, in the $1000 Unlimited GP 
race, was not to be. Szarek lined up on the 
grid, but didn't even make it to the first turn. 
In the mad dash to the first turn, his front 
rotor clipped the rear tire of another rider. 
The results of the crash and race were easily 
predictable; Szarek's front end instantly 
tucked under - pitching him off at ludicrous 
speed - and Atwell ran away from everyone, 
taking the lion's share of the purse. 

Atwell had a typically awesome weekend, 
which began when he chased down first year 
expert Bob Goodall in Saturday's GTO race. 
Surprising many, including himself, Goodall 
had jumped out to a considerable lead in the 
opening laps while Atwell floundered with 
a slow start - strange considering that he put 
an 1100 motor in his GSXR750 chassis. 
Anyway, Atwell was up to second by the end 
of the first lap and after three more laps he 
relegated Goodall to second. 

Withstanding the fearsome heat at the 
Point, for two amateur endurance race wins, 
was Greencastle, Pennsylvania's rider Tim 


Bemisderfer. In what the Fredricktown 
Yamaha, DJ Cycle, Roxy Cycle and Klemenko 
Flow-backed rider could only describe as 
'easy,' Bemisderfer dominated both GTO and 
GTU races. The GTO was especially simple, 
as both leaders - first Brian O'Callaghan, and 
then Lynn Campbell - crashed out, handing 
the win to Bemisderfer.

The Open Amateur class was won by Craig 
Deck, who finished sixth overall. In only his 
sixth race ever, and first race aboard a 250, Deck 
survived three crashes en route to his finish.
